Midnight, January 15, 1991, began a night to remember. That date will remain in the minds and memories of all of us for years to come. For it was the United Nations de 
for Iraq, who had invaded Kuwait, to pull out of this country, a country smaller than Massachusetts, with minimal defensive forces. This act would soon lead to a clash of p 
between one man, Saddam Hussein, and the world. 

The impending threat of war began on August 2, at 2 A.M. when the Iraqis crashed the Kuwait border to overpower and overcome the Kuwaiti government. Emir al-Sabah 
Kuwaiti leader, boarded his helicopter to flee to the safety of Saudi Arabia. This invasion took the world by surprise. No one had expected Saddam Hussein to take such a dra 
measure, despite his recent massive troop build-up along the Kuwaiti border. The United Nations had no other choice but to condemn Hussein’s actions and impose econo 
sanctions upon Iraq and now occupied Kuwait. This prompted Operation Desert Shield, a massive American and U.N. movement of air, sea, and ground forces into the Mi 
East to enforce these economic sanctions and to defend Saudi Arabia and the rest of the Arab world from the rampages of Hussein. The U.N. gained enormous support from 
different nations including The United States, Canada, Britain, France, Italy, Japan, Germany, and Saudi Arabia. All these countries sent either troops, weapons, aircraft, shi, 
or funding to help the war effort. Ironically, some of these same nations had, just years before, sided with Iraq and provided them with weapons (U.S.), and aircraft (Soviets a 
France) to aid them in their war with Iran. 

Saddam Hussein posed a threat to everyone. He had presented himself to his people as a victim of western imperialism and had called for a jihad or holy war against the milit 
forces in the Gulf. The entire world waited in fear of what this one man would do, a man who has rocked the world through aggression, threats of terrorism, chemical a 
biological weapons, and possibly even nuclear warfare. The American psyche was ill-prepared for what the future had in store, since many Americans were still recovering fr 
the Vietnam war, and even WW II, “The war to end all wars.” Hussein’s troops, including the crack Republican Guard, were well-equipped and experienced from an eight y: 
war with Iran and had weapons from countries that now fought against them. 

Operation Desert Shield, a strategical defensive buildup of troops since August, as of January 15, turned into Operation Desert Storm, an offensive movement to oust Sadd 
Hussein from Kuwait. This war added new words to the American vocabulary, terms like Patriot, Air Superiority, Scud, Apache, Mig, Hellfire, Tel Aviv, Baghdad, and Powell 
words previously unheard of by high school students. In St. Bernards, students reacted to the war by writing letters to U.S. servicemen in the Gulf and dedicating daily prayers 
their safe return. These prayers were personal for many of the students because either one of their parents or someone close to them was in the military or faced deployment i 
battle, a battle in which the casualties would be high on both sides. Besides bringing up forgotten memories of the past (like John Lennon’s song ““Give Peace a Chance,” now do 
in a remake for today’s war by Lenny Kravitz) and speculations about the future, this war had revitalized an era that had lain dormant since Vietnam — an era of patriotis 


Whether people supported the war or opposed it, Americans rallied behind the troops and hoped for their safe and swift return.
